1320 CKEC NS Glasgow - After 54 years on the AM band, CKEC Radio New Glasgow has made 
the flip to FM. The new East Coast FM was launched Wednesday, 12 December 
at 9:41 am, to mark the new frequency: 94.1 FM. The station is broadcasting 
at 80 kW from a transmitter at Mount Thom, Pictou County, reaching most of 
Northern Mainland Nova Scotia, as well as sections of Cape Breton and PEI. 
CKEC Radio began its career on December 23rd, 1953, with a power output 
of 250 Watts on 1270 kHz. In 1958 the frequency was changed to 1320 kHz, 
and the power increased to 1 kW, with power later being increased to 5 kW 
on 1320 kHz. In 1989 the transmitter site was moved from Frasers Mountain, 
near New Glasgow, Pictou County, to Frasers Road in Abercrombie, Pictou 
County (about 7 km from New Glasgow). Before switching to FM, CKEC 
was transmitting at 25 kW on the AM band. CKEC will now simulcast for 
three months on both AM and FM, before making a complete transition to

DX Catches in the U. S. and Canada, with 24-hr. ELT 


DDXD-West 
FROM THE VAST WESTLAND 

Unfortunately with another December has come another severe ice storm crippling parts of the 
Plains states and Midwest, beginning on the morning of 12/10. This one had a direct impact on 
some DDXD-West reporters. Bruce Winkelman from Tulsa in extremely hard hit Oklahoma re- 
ported on 12/10: “Locals KCFO 970, KGTO 1050, KAKC 1300 and KMUS 1380 currently off the 
air. KTBZ 1430 has IBOC turned off. Presumably all due to the major ice storm. My antenna mast 
has been bent at 90 degrees and the wires are all tangled up in my mangled willow tree in the back 
yard. Fortunately we still have power, unlike many others here in Northeast Oklahoma. Major tree 
damage and power outages in the Tulsa area....” Two days later Bruce followed up with this report: 
“The wires that came down with the willow tree in the backyard are still useable but phasing is 
difficult and unpredictable. One of the wires is mostly on the ground, the other is still “kind-of” 
in the air, draped over, through and around broken limbs. A lot of Tulsa is still without power this 
evening. We still have power here at the house but one of my stores is still power-less. We oper- 
ated a few hours today using a borrowed generator, enough power to operate one computer and 
printer. KRMG 740 was giving away firewood today for folks without power that have fireplaces. 
They got a lot of good publicity on local TV news programs this evening! Tragically, there have 
been 36 hospitalizations and two deaths here in Tulsa due to carbon monoxide poisoning from 
gasoline-powered generators being used indoors.” On 12/13 Bruce updated us on the status of 
Tulsa stations and the city itself: “KAKC 1300 returned to the air yesterday. KCFO 970 and KMUS 
1380 both back on the air today, KGTO 1050 and KRVT 1270 still off. KTBZ 1430 has IBOC back 
on tonight as does KMUS. Big sections of Tulsa are still without electricity, including one of my 
stores. More tragedies as two people died in fires, one started by an unattended candle, the other 
started by an electrical short from a generator.” J.E. Lewis from Kansas City sent us this on 12/11: 
“810 WHB Kansas City MO and 1550 KSFT Saint Joseph MO both noted off the air 12/11 1315+, 
probably due to severe ice storm. Nothing noted on 810/800/820 and only got KLF] Springfield on 
1550, a regular here around sunrise and sunset. All our local AMers were still on as was 560 Spring- 
field and 580 Topeka.” Ernie Wesolowski on 12/11 shed more light on the Saint Joseph situation: 
“City is without power and with low water pressure due to ice storm. KFEQ 680 is operating on a 
generator with only one kw. Generators and water pumps have been brought into the city.” From 
Paul Swearingen on 12/11: “Topeka’s stations have managed to stay on the air, but I spent most 
of the day in the dark-- no school, of course. There’s quite a bit of ice on branches and power lines 
here, with thousands of Westar customers without electric power, but not as much as in previous 
storms, as the temperature stayed above freezing after 8 am or so. Jeff Lewis in Kansas City called 
me to tip that WHB 810 was off, around noon, but by 4 PM they were back on. At 4:10 PM [had the 
pleasure of hearing WBT 1110 hammering KFAB before WBT’s pattern change via the Sony SRF-59. 
Fire trucks have been running almost constantly, and while the power is on I can hear transformers 
blowing up in this area, and of course lights flicker quite a bit. My ancient Coleman lantern got a 
workout this evening!” To all of this your Editor can only add that it is a tremendous relief to know 
that our fellow NRCers are safe! The best to you all! 

The date on this issue of DXN tells us it is Christmas Eve. I set aside two hours every Christmas eve 
or day to watch my favorite movie, “A Christmas Story,” on TBS. This year’s showing should hold 
a special treat for DXers. It seems that the film’s makers had several products in mind for Ralphie 
to obsess over before settling on a Red Ryder BB gun, and several alternative scenes were shot. This 
year for the first time some previously unused footage is being inserted into the old movie, introduc- 
ing one of these alternate products. In the scene where Ralphie, Schwartz, Flick and Randy stand 
with their faces pressed against the display window of Higbees Department Store, Jean Shepherd 
narrates what Ralphie really wants: “Ah, there it is, the Holy Grail of Christmas gifts, the S-19-R 
Sky Buddy!” (Later Ralphie will describe it in excited, almost unintelligible words: “I want a Hal- 
licrafters S-19-R Sky Buddy shortwave radio with six tubes, a frequency coverage of 550 kilocycles 
to 46 Megacycles in four bands and an electric bandspread!”) Ralphie soon finds opposition to his 
longing, as first his mom, then his teacher Miss Shields and finally even Santa himself tell him: 
“You'll bust an eardrum!” Still, Ralphie finds an ally in his Old Man, who after all the other pres- 
ents are handed out on Christmas morning points to a box behind the corner desk. Lo and behold, 
in it is Ralphie’s wished for radio! To a quizzical look from Ralphie’s mom, the Old Man gingerly 
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says, “I had a crystal set when I was eight years old,” to which she replies, “I still think those things 
are dangerous!” Ralphie excitedly carries his gift to his room, soon has the electronic gem warm 
and glowing, puts on his headset, and quickly settles into blissful DX. Disaster strikes, however, 
when, straining to get an ID from a very distant station, Ralphie cranks up the volume and cups 
the headset tightly to his ears. Just then Ralphie’s mom turns on the Mix Master, creating an elec- 
tronic bedlam which races through the air, enters the radio, runs up the headset and into Ralphie’s 
ears! “Oh my God,” narrates Shepherd, “I busted an eardrum!” Luckily, the loud ruckus made by 
the Bumpus’ dogs as they spoil the Parker family dinner proves a convenient, logical excuse for 
Ralphie’s sudden hearing loss. Later at the Chop Suey Palace, while the family enjoys a concert of 
language-butchered Christmas carols and a dinner of suddenly-headless Chinese turkey, Ralphie’s 
hearing returns. In the final scene, a very content Ralphie is shown tucked into bed as Shepherd 
says: “In the blackness on my nightstand next to me lay my steel-enclosed six-tube beauty, the 
greatest Christmas gift I had ever received or would ever receive. Gradually I drifted off to sleep, 
pulling signals from every corner of the world out of the ether and logging spectacular catches!” 
The two week break is upon us, and your next DXN comes early next year. Here’s my wish to all 
fellow NRC members for a very happy Holiday season and a joyous New Year! See you in 2008!
